ATLANTA. Sept. 16

ment by a group of top Demo­ 
crats attacking President Eisen­ 
hower and Arkansas Gov. Orval 
Faubus was labeled “ the rankest 
degree of political demagoguery 
and cheapness” today by John 
Sammons Bell, chairm an of the 
Georgia 
Democratic 
Executive 
Committee, 
The statement came from IS of 
the 24 members en the Demo­ 
cratic Advisory Council. It said 
Eisenhower “ failed to use prestige 
and power of his office . . .against 
defiance of law” in the integration 
dispute at Little Rock s schools. It 
also stated that Faubus* actions 
do not “represent the position or 


policy of the Democratic party.” i 
In a telegram to Paul Butler. 
Democratic 
national 
chairman, 
Bell said he read the council’s re­ 
lease “with the greatest disap­ 
pointment and regret.” 
“ While President Eisenhower is 
indeed subject to criticism for his 
unwarranted interference into the 
affairs of a sovereign state.” Bell 
said, “ he is not guilty of the accu­ 
sations as charged by the Demo­ 
cratic Advisory Council.” 
Faubus. he went on. has infor­ 
mation not known to members of 
the council and as chief executive 
of his state is charged with the 
duty of being the preservator of

It probably won t last more than 20 vears, 
W ashington was said to have predicted. James 
Madison, the “Father of the Constitution 
no 
less, called it only "the best that could be ob­ 
tained from the jarring interests of the states.*’ 
Rhode Island had failed to pick any dele­ 
gates at all to the Convention that drew up the 
docum ent in IOO days in Philadelphia. 
Nine of 
the 74 delegates selected from the other 12 states 
flatly refused to serve, IO others didnt bother 
to show up. 
So the num ier actually at the (on* 
stitutional Convention was 55. 
Only 39 of those 55 signed the Constitution 
170 years ago today, the beginning of “Constitu- ‘ 
lion W eek.” Some of the 16 non-signers abstained 
because they had had to go home, hut at least 
seven because opposed to it— including George 
Mason. 
Edmund 
Randolph. 
Elbridge 
Gerry. 
Others who wanted the Constitution rejected 
were Patrick Henry, Richard Henry Lee, and 
over 45 per cent of the delegates in the ratify­ 
ing conventions of Massachusetts, New \o r k , 
New Hampshire. Virginia, and Rhode Island. 
As every school child 
knows, or should 
know. the first ten amendments, the Bill of 
Rights, are all for practical purposes part and 
parcel of the original Constitution. 
Much later 
one amendment was adopted simply to repeal 
that on Prohibition 
So really only IO lasting 
changes have been made in the Constitution, an 
average of only one every 17 years. 
Yet every one of the 13 original states has 
com pletely replaced its original Constitution at 
least once. 
And as a sign of the veneration to­ 
day for the document that was damned with 
faint praise 170 y ea rs ago, the bitterest oppon­ 
ents of racial integration in public schools don't 
blam e it on the Constitution but on the Suprem e 
Court for allegedly distorting the Constitution. 


These Days

Local Republicans 


No political campaign can be run without money. 
During the past five years the so-called Modern Re­ 
publicans have been able to take over most of the 
organs of the Republican Party except on the local 
levels. The result is that the collection of cam paign 
funds has been on a national level where the Modern 
Republicans prevail, leaving the pre-1952 durables on 
their own. 
£ 
A great part of the funds of both parties comes 
from New York and Chicago, principally New York, 
where the very rich either live or do their business. 
Even out-of-town contributions are often collected in 
New York, although the record will show a m ore ac­ 
curate place of origin . It used to be that each com­ 
mittee and condidate collected separately but the com­ 
petition becam e too fierce and the idea developed of 
a single collection of funds, to he split up according 
to the wisdom of the financiers who do the collecting 
and managing of the cam paign funds. 
But these fin­ 
anciers cannot speak to the voters 'Because they are 
hardly known except in their own circles and they do 
not know the language of either the voters or the can­ 
didates. 


Such financier', whn usually have played al­ 
most no role in politics, who have no history in 
either political party, ar* generally looked down 
upon by the pr ultra! politicians in both parties 
and are only useful for fund raising. 
They know 
the rich. 
They belong to the same clubs as other 
men do. 
They understand how to repeat the cur­ 
rent slogans of their own party without particu­ 
larly grasping their implications. 
They are often 
rewarded with a high position in Washington or an 
am bassadorship where technicians do most of their 
work. 


It vs not that a rich man is necessarily a dumb­ 
bell. 
It is that the rich m an who undertakes this job 
of collecting funds has usually attained that station in 
life in which honors and flattery seem to be desired 
most. 
Younger men can sense the perfidy iii 
adula­ 
tion; some of the more successful men, having all 
the money they want, crave distinction which money 
cannot buy . They seem to wish to impress their wives 
and children. 
Collecting campaign funds, 
particu­ 
larly for the party in power, satisfies this want. 
But the local candidates, those running for m ayor 
of im portant municipalities, for members of the House 
of Representatives, even sometimes for the United 
States Senate, discover that the well is dry when they 
come around for some money. 
In New York City, 
for instance, it is many years since the Republicans 
have been able to put up even a modicum of a cam ­ 
paign. 
Fiorello La Guardia. who started as a Repub- 
bean, became a no-party man, in the sense perhaps 
that he formed his own. He raised his own money, too, 
On the whole, he must not be included in the scanty 
list of Republican mayors. 
The rank and file of the Republican P arty is not 
Modern. 
It may soon not be Republican. 
It is dis- 
appointed and hurt. 
It sees the party machinery 
taken over by men whose nam es are unfam iliar. 
It 
sees appointments going to persons who before 1952 
were never regarded as Republicans. What still keeps 
them in the party is that the local levels rem ain con- 
sed ativ e. 


The rich m rn and the big businessmen of the 
country used to be conservative Republicans. Some 
deserted the party when Herbert Hoover was Presi­ 
dent because he rejected the NKA concept which 
he regarded as fascistic. 
Others joined Franklin 
I). Roosevelt because he was President, the idea 
being that it is always sm art to be near the grease 
v 
pot as some might rub off. 
There was a retreat 
back to the Republican Party while Harry Trum an 
was President because Truman hated what he 
called the “ special interests,” and he seems to 
have disliked New Yorkers in particular. 


Then the Republican businessmen deserted Senator 
Robert A. Taft and made pilgrimages to Paris to woo 
General Eisenhower to accept iho nomination. 
Now they wonder what they got because President 
Eisenhower is no partisan and has no sense of party 
organization or party relationships. 
He is a person­ 
ality who prefers personalities rather than parties. 
Still, these businessmen parrot the slogan about Mod­ 
ern Republicanism as a television artist sings, "Filter, 
flavor, flip-top box.” 
But at the local level there is disappointment and 
revolt. 
And it is at the local level that the votes are 
counted,

Faubus Upsets Democrats' Careful Planning 


WASHINGTON 


The 
frame episode in Little 
Rock is dead certain to have de­ 
cisive political results. One such 
result is already clear. The bril­ 
liant strategy of Senate Majority 
Leader Lyndon Johnson, which 
was designed to have his party 
from being torn to pieces by the 
civil rights issue, has been knock­ 
ed into a cocked hat by Arkansas 
Gov. Orval Faubus. 
The Johnson strategy was es­ 
sentially simple enough. 
Again 
and again, he pointed out to his 
fellow Southerners that, if they 
filibustered to prevent any civil 
rights legislation at all, the in­ 
evitable result would be a change 
in the Senate rules to kill un­ 
limited debate. Then really tough 
civil rights would in time become 
inevitable. 
The 
Southerners 
bowed 
to 
Johnson’s logic, and unanimously 
agreed not to filibuster a bill 
limited 
essentially 
to 
voting 
rights. With a civil rights bill 
“ the South could live with” safe­ 
ly passed, the second part of 
Johnson s plan called for a rela­ 
tively mild change in the Senate 
rules in the next session of Con­ 
gress. The rules would be am end­ 
ed to permit two thirds of those 
present and voting to limit Senate 
debate. 
Thus, according to the Johnson 
strategy, the two great, related 
issues which have threatened to 
destroy the Democratic P a r ty - 
civil rights and the filibuster— 
would be out (rf the way by the 
tim e the 1958 and 1960 elections 
rolled around. 
But 
the 
"best-laid 
plans 
of 
mice and men gang aft agley.’* 
Lyndon Johnson’s well-laid plans 
began to go agley at the very 
end of the session, when Sen. 
Strom Thurmond of South Caro­ 
lina broke the Southern agree­ 
m ent, and staged his one-man

filibuster.

other Southerners, since it was 
calculated to m ake them seem 
“soft” on the civil rights issue. 
But the dam age to Johnson’s

irreparable. 
The dam age inflicted by Arkan­ 
sas Gov. Orval Faubus almost 
certainly is irreparable. 
For Faubus’ action in calling 
out the Arkansas National Guard 
to prevent integration of the Lit­ 
tle Rock High Schools has sud­ 
denly and dram atically revived 
the whole civil rights issue. The 
pictures of white troops turning 
Negro children away from the 
Little Rock school have unques­ 
tionably had an enormous im pact 


on the Northern Negro voting 
blocs, which are the key to vic­ 
tory 
in 
important 
industrial 
states. 
In this situation, it is virtually 
inevitable that civil rights legis­ 
lation. instead of being disposed 
of as envisaged in the Johnson 
strategy, will again dominate the 
next session of Congress. Among 
the strong civil rights advocates 
in the Administration, the Little 
Rock episode is held to prove the 
need for the kind of legislation 
embodied in the defeated section 
three of the original Administra­ 
tion 
bill. Section 
three 
would 
have permitted the Justice De­ 
partm ent to take the initiative 
in all civil rights m atters, in­ 
cluding school desegregation.

It is a good bet that the Admin­ 
istration. as a result of the Little 
Rock episode, will introduce a 
civil rights bill in the next ses­ 
sion embodying this principle. It 
is a particularly good bet because 
the Northern Dem ocrats will cer­ 
tainly do so if the Administration 
does 
not. 
Indeed, 
Northerners 
like Rep, 
Em m anuel Ceiler of 
New York and Sen. Paul Doug­ 
las of Illinois have already draft­ 
ed bills to that end. 
The Little 
Rock 
episode, in 
short, has m ade it likely that 
Northern D em ocrats and Admin­ 
istration Republicans will again 
start

The Southerners will of course 
threaten to filibuster any new 
version of section three. And this 
in turn will also raise the issue 
of the filibuster, and in the sharp­ 
est form, Thus in this way also 
the action of Faubus threatens to 
tear the careful and coolly cal­ 
culated Johnson strategy to tat­ 
ters, 
All in all, no man has a better 
right than Lyndon Johnson to be 
furious with Orval Faubus. And 
this is especially so. for still an­ 
other 
reason, 
lf 
the 
Johnson 
strategy had worked, if the civil 
rights issue had been disposed of, 
once and for all, in 1957, the 
Democrats 
might 
quite 
con­ 
ceivably have nominated a liber­ 
al Southerner in 
I960—such 
a 
liberal Southerner, for example, 
as Lyndon Johnson. Thanks to 
O r\al Faubus, that is now almost 
inconceivable.
